What Next? 

Wo thought that wo had completed 
tho talo of woeful mismanagement 
under tho new rogimn, but it sooms 
other wiso. Not content with charging 
tho ownors of tho Entorpriao boloro 
loaving this port §Li5 for Now Wost- 
minster port charges and §20 for Vic- 
toria, port charges, tho steamer on 
hor arrival at .Now "Westminster was 
mado to pay tho New Westminster 
port charges ovor again, with §25 
head-money on her passongors, in alt 
§115 for the round trip ! Bat this is 
not all : Duties were levied on all goods 
laden on board the steamer at this port 
with a Now Westminster clearance. 
It only requirod that tho passengers 
who arrived in Victoria last ovoning 
by tho Enterprise t-hould have been 
charged lioitcUmotiey to comploto the 
farco. Where is this gross injustice to 
end? That legal measures should bo 
dovisod for affording relief to British 
Columbia dealers whoso interests wore 
jeopardised by Victoria stocks escaping 
duty was but right and proper; but to 
placo the British Columbia tariff on 
Victoria importers — who are still sub- 
jected to tho ruinous burdens of direct 
taxation — in tho first instanco, and to 
subjoct the same goo Is on tranship-, 
mont to British Columbia to double 
duties, is an inoxplicablo outrage. 
Governor Seymour must bo awaro that 
there aro really no diroct foreign im-> 
porters in Now Westminster, and that 
the oifect of his programmo will bo 
to raiso tho prcsont high cost of living 
in tho othor Colony over fifty per 
cent. Tho hardy minor and industri- 
ous tiller of tho soil, who aro tho con- 
sumers, will have to stand tho brunt 
of his maladministration, aud are they 
in so thriving and prosperous a con« 
dition that they can afford to carry 
tho additional load '( Again, does tho 
tide of immigration flow so rapidly 
into theso Colonies that persons com- 
ing from tho other sido sliould bo 
charged hoadMnoney in each Colony ? 
Itmry suit the purposos of tho Gov- 
ernment to swell tho public exchequer 
by doubling tho duties, port charges, 
and poll taxes, and it may suit tho 
purposes of New Westmiustor to make 
Victoria merchants pay double, differ- 
ential duties on goods shipped to that 
port; but the country cannot and will not put 
up with anything so flagrantly unjustifiable. 
We are disposed to make every allowauce 
for the difficulties the Governor has to en- 
oonnter, and will endeavour lo strengthen 
his hands in effecting; all measures for the 
public good , but there ia a limit beyond 
which our duty to the publio will not en- 
able us to go, aud -we call upon Mis Ex- 
cellency, who will bo among us on Saturday, 
to repair at once the mischief that ho 1ms 
inflicted. There aro hundreds waiting only 
to see what turn things will take under the 
much vaunted Union before leaving to seek 
their tortunes elsewhere, and while tho 
country is thus trembling in the balance the 
most skilful statesmanship is requisite lo 
avert the " one poor scruple " that will turn 
the scale and shake the Colonial edifice that 
be was commissioned to build up, to its very 
foundation.

I request you to inform tho Memoralists, 
in reply to their petition, that it is not poss- 
ible for Her Majesty's Government to hold 
out the hope of a garrison being stationed in 
ttie Colony. YjU will point out that as the 
neighbouring colony of Vancouver Island is 
tho headquarters of the British naval force 
in I tic Pacific, the two Colonies are thereby 
placed uuder specially good protection. 

At thosamo time 1 have to request you to 
express, lo the Memoralists tho great satisfac- 
tion with which 1 have observed llio loyal 
spirit evinced by the inhabitants of tho Col- 
ony, and the alacrity which they have shewn 
in enrulliog themselves, and drilling, as 
members of a local volunteer force.

Dear Sir, — Vou aro aware that the office 
you now hold will be abolished by Act ol 
Parliament as soon as the Proclamation 
uniting the Colonies cl Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia shall have issued. 

Circumstances and financial difficulties will, 
I deeply regret to say, compel me to effect 
a considerable reduction in the public expen- 
diture, and consequently in tho double stall 
of Government Officers now enisling in the 
tvto Colonies, but 1 have the permission ot 
the Secretary of State to assure you that tbe 
reduction will not fall oxolusively on the 
Public Servants of Vancouver Island. 

The Queen's prerogative of appointment 
to oflie.e is unfettered by the Act to which 
He; Majesty bus assented. 

It will be my duty to submit to Her Maj- 
esty's Secretary of State tho names of those 
gentlemen whom 1 may consider best fitted 
to fill tho service of the united Colony may 
require 

I am not as yet prepared, within a few 
days of my arrival, to perform the extremely 
important and painful duty winch has de- 
volved upon me ; I shull therefore feol 
much obliged if you will continue to fulfil 
the duiiee of your oliice, aud the employment

Tm: Oiugiv of tub Paraguayan War. — 
A correspondent of the New York Tribune 
gives the following account of tho origin of 
the Paraguayan war : 

Many years ago Sennr Don Venancia 
Flores was President of Uraguay. He ruled 
well and retired with honor. The swcetB of 
power induced him lo seek the office again, 
and it became necessary that he should leave 
the country. A refugee in ihe Argentine 
Confederation, he was ready to join io tho 
civil war of 1861, and did good Eervico in 
favor of Buenos Ayres. Alter the war was 
ended he crossed the La Plata, with iwo men, 
in an open boat, to begin a revolution in 
Uraguay. With little real suocess, he kept 
up guerrilla warfare for over a year, und bo 
dilatory wus the Government thai his rebels 
became formidable. 

At this time brazil presented aome old 
claims againsl Uruguay, which in a lime of 
evil war could not well he Bellied. These 
claims woro ut oooe enforced by army ami 
navy, and taking sides with the rebels, the 
rebellion soon became a revolution. 

During these months President Lopez sent 
notice to Brazil that il the rebellion should 
be mutured he would regard it as a derange- 
ment ot tho equilibrium ol the river Plata, 
which he could Dot prevent. Brazil pro- 
ceeded, and Lopez at oi.ee, m retaliation, took 
possession of Matto Grosao, a rich province 
ol Bruzil. Lopez then aBked permission to 
cross tho Argeutiuo soil in order to attack 
Brazil, but was refused. Lopez regarded 
this as a casus belli, and at once seized two 
Argentine steamers, and proceeded to levy 
war against Brazil and Uruguay, au ally and 
almost a Province ot Brazil and the Argen- 
tine Confederation. 

The three nations united in a triple treaty, 
agreeing to take from Paraguay all her 
arms and distribute them equally, und main- 
tain a Provisional Government, in Paraguay, 
under their protection, whoso first duty 
tdiould he to repay iheui the expenses of the 
war. With varied fortune tho allies have 
steadly advanced, and in April last entered 
the totritory of Paraguay wilb 50,000 men. 
This looks like progress, il we remember 
that Lopez had ut first invaded both Brazil 
and tho Argoutino Confederation with large 
armios. The war has raged for fourteen 
months, and all the time there may he said to 
have been 100,000 men under arms ; and foi 
the last six months those forces have chiefly 
been located within u radius ol twenty miles 
with Ihe center ul the confluence of ihe 
rivers Parana and Paraguay. 

Disproportion ok the Sexes.— At the 
late meeting of the British Association, Rev 
A. W. Worthington read some remarks "On 
the disproportion between the male aud the 
female population of some manufacturing 
and other towns," which, in substance, 
staled that the proportion of females to males 
in the whole population was 105 lo 100, but 
where employment dillercd in diflerent towns 
and district-, and as men or women found 
ready employment, one or the other pre- 
dominated in number. In the mining dis- 
ti ids, of which Newcastle is the centre, und 
that in which Sheffield stood, in Stafford, in 
tho barrack towns of Canterbury, Winches • 
tor and Colchester, men predominate, while 
in manufacturing districts like Manchester 
and others, and notably in Norwich, there is 
au excess of women. In Nottingham there 
was an extraordinary excess of women over 
men, and this was also the case in seaport 
towns like Plymouth and Bristol, and it wus 
still more marked in Liverpool. It is sup- 
posed that female labor in manufacturing 
districts will increase instead ot diminish, 
owing to its comparative cheapness ; but it 
is attended by serious social and domestic 
evils, especially juvenile mortality, The 
rate ol illegitimacy was also high where 
there wus an excess of women, and in Nott- 
ingham that rate readied 10 per cent of all 
the births. It was suggested thai the means 
of amendment of this state ol things was lo 
be found in the promotion of family life, and 
especially by leaving tbe wife and mother 
to attend to her domestic duties, and employ- 
els of labor were urged not lo employ 
married women. 

Mental ami Manual Labor.— Prof. 
Houghton of Trinity Collego, Dublin, baa 
published some curious chemical computa- 
tions respeuting the relative amounts of 
physical exhaustion produced by mental and 
manual labor. According to these chemical 
estimates, two hours ol severe, mental study 
abstract from the human system as much 
vital strength as is taken from it by an entire 
day of mere hand work. This fact, which 
seems to rest upon stricdy scientific lawn, 
ahows that the men who do bruin-work should 
ho careful, first, not to overtask themselves 
by too continuous exertion, and secondly, 
that tbey should not omit to take physical 
exercise, on a portion of each day, sufficient 
lo restore tho equilibrium between the nerv- 
ous and Ihe muscular systems.
